In the Paton spring collection are 
three basic keynotes.

Plaits in Limelight. 
Second, and of greatest importance, 
are plaits. 
The plaited dress in nil 
its forms is a distinct manifestation 
of the season aYid fitlds varied expres­ 
sion in th** tailor-made costume, the 
summer frock and in dresses for tile 
seaside and spa. 
Patou has placed 
marked emphasis upon novel plaitings 
and they are used in numberless ways 
on frocks, cloaks and jackets, even for 
linings.

But

‘GAS TAX’ TO CARRY 
BY LARGE MAJORITY 


HIGHWAY USERS TO SEE THAT 
ANY GASOLINE LEVY GOES 
FOR MORE GOOD ROADS 


A 5-to-l vote In favor of the pro­ 
posed 'gas tai' at the Minnesota elec­ 
tion neat November is predicted by 
Ernest T, Winship, president of the 
State Automobile association. 
His 
statement follows the recent ruling 
by Attorney General Clifford L. Hil­ 
ton that inasmuch ag the legislature 
already has power to levy a tai on 
gasoline, the gas tax proposal Is only 
to put into the state highway fund 
Instead of that to pay general state 
expenses the receipts of the gasoline 
tax if one is imposed by the law­ 
makers. 
"While 
many 
automobile 
club 
members may not be ready to sub­ 
scribe to a proposition of adding a 
gas tax to the present tax on motor 
vehicles." said Mr. Winship. "I be­ 
lieve it safe to say that every one 
wants every cent he pays on his car 
to be used to extend good roads— not 
to go for general state expenses." 
For that reason, the president of 
the state automobile association, pre 
dieted that the owners of the 500,- 
000 cars and trucks in the state and 
every highway user will vote as a 
unit to adopt tho gas tax amend­ 
ment. 
“The situation," .continued 
Mr. 
Winship. "as I understand it. is this: 
"The attorney general advises that 
the legislature already lias authority 
to levy a gas tax. jf it eeea At, and 
the only effect of the gas tax vote 
will be to decide whether the money 
will be used for rosds or for general 
expenses— not whether a 
gas 
tax 
shall l>e levied. 
"Thirty-six states slready have the 
gas tax aud all the others with the 
possible exception of Illinois prob 
ably will have ii within a year or 
two. 
That includes Minnesota be­ 
cause it can add $500,000 now and 
perhaps $1,000,000 within 
a 
few 
years to its annual highway fund by 
simply taxing the gasoline used by 
the hundred thousands of tourists 
here every summer. 
That would* be 
only asking them to reciprocate— 
Minnesota would have to act in self­ 
protection. 
So thor only thing for 
highways users to do is to see that 
the gas tax is diverted to more good 
roads, and then fight for the other 
things we consider right."

HIGHWAY USEES TO SEE THAT 
ANY GASOLINE LEVY GOES

A 5-to-l vote in favor of the pro 
posed ‘gas tax’ at the Minnesota elec­ 
tion next November is predicted by 
Ernest T. VVinship, president of the 
State Automobile association. 
His 
statement follows the recent ruling 
by Attorney General Clifford L. Hil­ 
ton that inasmuch as the legislature 
already has power to levy a tax on 
gasoline, the gas tax proposal is only 
to put into the state highway fund 
instead of that to pay general state 
expenses the receipts of the gasoline 
tax if one is imposed by the law­ 
makers. 
“ While 
many 
automobile 
club 
members may not be ready to sub­ 
scribe to a proposition of adding a 
gas tax to the present tax on motor 
vehicles,” said Mr. Winship, “ I be­ 
lieve it safe to say that every one 
wants every cent he pays on his car 
to be used to extend good roads— not 
to go for general state expenses.” 
For that reason, the president of 
the state automobile association, pre­ 
dicted that the owners of the 500,- 
000 cars and trucks in the 3tate and 
every highway user will rote as a 
unit to adopt the gas tax am end­ 
ment.

Winship. “as I understand it, is this: 
“ The attorney general advises that 
the legislature already has authority

shall be levied. 
“Thirty-six states already have the 
gas tax aud all the others with the 
possible exception of Illinois prob­ 
ably will have it within a year or 
two.

amusement. 
Promoters must make the purses they offer star boxers proportionate to 
the top gate of the arena in which the bouts arc* held and they cannot con­ 
vince the manager of any headliner thai bis boy will not pack any lot with a 
good opponent and a good card to back him iii*. 
Having been shown that only an unusual contest will draw well enough 
to fill one of the larger arenas, such as tin* New York hall parks and the 
Jersey City stadium, promoters will not gamble on cards this year, but will 
select the cards they know will pay the* purses guaranteed and leav e enough 
in the box office to satisfy them for their time* and for tin* risks they take.
